of his {ad conditioff, Iſuppoſe in compalston to his 
foul there was granted him a longer reſpite and ſpace 
of time to prepare bimſc]f than ts uſually allowed in 
ſuch caſes. In which interim he was frequently viftt- 
ed by feveral able Divines, and other godly perſons ; 
who laboured carneſtly to convince imof his moſt 
wretched ſtare deplorable condition: Bar he ap- 
peared very litt.c a:teted with any thing they could 
ſay, bur would onely give them {ome {light careleſs 
anſwers:,. As that he hoped God would have mercy 
on him, that ke had been a fianer, and was forry for 
ir, &c. A Country-man that was Malter to one of 
his Sifters, viſiting him three or tour Days afrer he 
was condemned, intreating: hin to mind-his latcer 
end, and endeavour to make his peace with God, he 
replyed no more, but, Yes, Yes, I will think upon 
it, Bur ar laſt it pleaſed Godin ſome mealurc to 
mollifie his obdurate heart, and he was then obſery- 
edro be more reſerved, penfive, and thoughtiul,than 
before ; often itghing ro himſelf , and fmiting his 
hands on his breaſt, and lifting up his cyes wo'wards 
Heaven ; bup d1d not by words exprets much of his 
{orrow til Munday the firſt day of March, at waich 
tine hs three Siſters came up from #xbridge to vi- 
fit him ; To them he largely, and to their apprehen- 
fon very penitently confeiled all the barbarous cir- 
cumſtances of the horrid ta, for which he was (he 
{aid} both july condemned, and freely content to 
dye; he acknowledgd that ke had ſeveral times before 
attempted and defined to make her away z as once

by ſending her home a Puund of Butter mixed: wit: 
Ratsbane ; another time putting white Arfenick in- 
ro her broth , both which 1.6 ducovered by raſting 
only a very imail quantity at firit, and finding that 
make her fick.ii torbore the relt, and examining, 
plainly found the ſame poiloned as atorciaid z The 
reaſon he alledged why he ſo fougt her death, was 
becauſe he did nor love }:-r, and» 1 have been 
married to another tiat :.- fancied more,yert hitherto 
deny*d that any perſon «cr ver{waded him to mur- 
ther her, or was any way privy thercurto. He faid 
he had ſeveral timcs veto: a 1n to knock her on 
the head, but couid never mcet Wii: an Opportunity, 
till Friday the fifth Gf Feb, laſt paſt : ar which time 
he came up With her from {xbrid7 to Londen, 
though her Aunt with whom ſhe lived much di- 
{waded her from going along with him : he confeſ-

Beer together, and taen pretending to her wie was

ftroak, partly © o1Jcd ir, and cryed out,0., George ! 
doft tho rite © .o murt'er me? \Whereupon be catch- 
ing hcr with one han. by the ſhouldergave her ſeve- 
ra! other rcrrible blows and wounds in the hea), 
though ſhe ſtrugled with him all rhe while as much 
as ſhe could polible to ger the Pattin our of his 
hand, but finding her weak reſiſtance in vain, the at 
laſt fell down on her knees, intreating him tor Gods 
fake, and for the ſake of his own ſoul to ſpare her 
life, that he ſhou!d take all ſhe had , and ſhe would 
never trouble him nor concern her ſelf with him , 
' fſorhathe might freely marry any other woman,and 
thatſhe would never tel] her friends what he had at- 
reipted, deſiring oucly that he would ſpare her lite 
becauſe ſhe was not yet fir rodye, But Satan had fo 
ſteeld his heart, andſearfd his conſcience, thar he 
had neirher pity nor piety left, and therefore he re- 
turned her no an{wer buttwo or three freſh blows 
on the head, vvherevvith he truck her dovvn ro the 
 groung, and concluding her Dead Departed , 1n- 
tending to have come home. 
 Butasblood is never vvilfully ſhed bur it leaves 
firange and unſpeakable horrors in the murtherers,

and the cett of the nizht he ſpent in reftles traverting

rors of ſuch a ſight , eſpecially on a perſon of the 
vreaker ſex, Ind one that vvas fo ncatly relared to 
himſelf, the bloody cauſer of 1t, might one vvould 
think have moved him to relent, but it made him the 
more cruel,{o that taking upthe faral patrin,vvith 2 
mote blovvs on the head broke hi r skull to pieces, & 
left her ſtone Dead, and fo early in the Morning 
went tO his Maſters, but the woman being found, 
was in few days after known by her Cloaths, and 
he being ſuſpeed, ſoon after Apprehended : All 
this, or terhis full efteRt , he declared to his ſaid 
Siſters, adding, that he could never flecp , but he 
reamt he ſaw his VVite all bloody ftand before 
him ; that the appeared to him when ever he was 
alone, and that thc ſound of her pitiful Cries, and 
doletul- Shrikes was continually in his Ears,ſfo grear
